A producer with a keen sense of popular culture and hands- 
on approach to her work, KANG Hae-jung started her 
filmmaking career in the mid-1990s as a movie marketing 
specialist. She joined Fun & Happiness Film in 2000 and was 
in charge of marketing numerous hit films by the company’s 
CEO KIM Mi-hee. She learned the art of movie production 

on feature titles such as Ardor and Flying Boys, directed by 
BYUN Young-joo and produced by Fun & Happiness Film. 
she later founded Filmmaker R&K, a production company 
with her husband RYOO Seung-wan. Her early projects, 7he 
City of Violence and Dachimawa Lee, both directed by RYOO, 
were box office flops.

Stanley KWAK is the CEO of Korea’s premier indie film 
distributor Indiestory. As a core member of the non-profit 
group Cinematheuque Seoul Art Cinema in the early-1990s, 
KWAK helped give birth to the culture of cinephiles in Korea 
and kept introducing foreign-made masterpieces that had 

not found a path to Korea. His company, Indiestory, which he 
established in the late-1990s, was responsible for introducing 
Korean indie films to foreign markets and managed their 
copyrights on other media platforms such as TV and Internet 
portals. Since the mid-2000s, he has produced digital 
omnibus feature film projects and HD feature films. He also 
distributed the documentary Old Partner, which attracted 
three million viewers. In 2010, he introduced the innovative 
indie sitcom Read My Lips on the Internet. Originally adapted 
from director YOON Sung-ho’s indie feature of the same 
name, the internet-sitcom was also developed into TV series 
which was aired through local cable network MBC Plus Media 
in 2012. KWAK has been attached to various film projects 
including The King of Pigs, Penny Pinchers and Come, Closer. 
Currently, Indiestory is in post-production of /‘m Jin-young, an 
extended feature romantic comedy of a short film bearing the 
same name. Until now, Indiestory is still the most influential 
indie feature film and documentary distributor in Korea.

of director O Muel’s U/seu/, the recipient of World Cinema 
Dramatic Grand Jury Prize at the 2013 Sundance Film

Jaime SHIM is one of the representative producers of the 
Korean cinematic renaissance who produced JEON Do- 
youn’s debut film The Contact, KIM Jee-woon’s The Quiet 
Family, PARK Chan-wook’s Joint Security Area/JSA, and KIM 
Ki-duk’s The Isle among many. She founded MK Pictures with 
her husband LEE Eun and has made movies that combine a 
high degree of artistic quality and commercial success over 
the past 15 years. She has also had success with numerous 
projects that mainstream commercial filmmakers saw as 
risky by turning them into well-made films and using her 
outstanding marketing skills. She discovered many new 
directors, such as JUNG Ji-woo of Happy End, YIM Soon-rye 
of The Waikiki Brothers, and PARK Chan-ok of Jealousy is My 
Middle Name and Paju, and made serious films with them 
that reflect on life. Films like 7he President's Last Bang by IM 
sang-soo challenged sensitive issues head-on and created 
controversies.

A rare case in Korea, AN Byung-ki has made only horror films 
throughout his career. If the Whispering Corridors series first 
showed the possibility that a Korean horror film can deal 

with a social issue, AN Byung-ki’s horror films proved that 
K-horror can be loved by the audience for being faithful to the 
genre itself. His debut film was Mightmare (2000), a story of 
college friends who later in life get murdered one by one. He 
established a production company, Toilet Pictures, purporting 
to make only horror and thriller movies, and released a series 
of horror flicks such as The Phone (2002), Bunshinsaba 
(2004), andA.PT. (2006). Feeling the limitations of Korea’s 
cinema market, which does not provide sustained popularity 
for genre movies, AN has forayed into overseas markets. He 
also proved to be a successful producer with box office hits 
Scandal Makers (2008) and Sunny (2011), which passed 

8 million and 7 million admissions respectively. AN has 

also been on the lookout for overseas market. American 
production house Imprint Entertainment announced a remake 
of his 2002 hit The Phone. Though the remake project was 
postponed, he made a foray into the Chinese market and 

left a significant mark with his own brand of K-horror genre. 
In 2002, he was recorded as the first Korean filmmaker 

who directed a film in mainland China with the horror 
Bunshinsaba, which borrowed the English title from his 2004 
original work. The Chinese horror film made by the Korean 
filmmaker was the biggest success of the genre in Chinese 
film history, grossing almost USD 9.8 million. Thanks to this 
success, AH earned an opportunity to direct a sequel to the 
film in China. His new film Bunshinsaba 2 will be released 
theatrically in China in August 2013. Currently he is also a 
co-producer of director KIM Sung-soo’s new action drama 
Flu.

OH Jung-wan created the trend of premiumization of Korean 
film through her production of the best-known works of KIM 
Jee-woon and E J-yong. A founding member of Shincine 
Communications, she opened the era of film planning and 
developing by producing 7he Marriage Life. She then founded 
Bom Film Productions and worked with auteurist directors 

to revalorize the subject matter, characters and styles of 
movies, starting with An Affair. She took an international 
approach early on with joint-production of Korea-Japan- 
Hong Kong omnibus films such as 7hree, Monster. She 
introduced director KIM Jee-woon to the world by bring his 
films The Foul King, A Tale of Two Sisters, and A Bittersweet 
Life to overseas markets and kept up the Korean wave in 
Japan with Untold Scandal, which starred BAE Yong-joon. 
she also produced HONG Sangsoo's Woman on the Beach 
and Night and Day.

With his strength in the comedy genre, Won Dong-yeon 
produced 200 Pounds Beauty by KIM Yong-hwa. He co- 
founded Genesis Pictures with JUNG Tae-sung, and produced 
The Wolf Returns, a comedy starring HWANG Jung-min. After 
JUNG Tae-sung left for a position in Showbox, WON pulled 
off a huge box office success with 200 Pounds Beauty by 
working with KM Culture. He later produced the crime thriller 
Marine Boy and the omnibus advertising film The Influence, 
in which LEE Byung-hun played three roles. It was directed 
by LEE Je-kyu, who also directed the popular TV series The 
Beethoven Virus, and subsequently released on the Internet 
and through IPTV. In 2012, he created a new model of film 
production with Masquerade and instigated an argument 
about the role of producers and production companies in 
Korea. Traditionally, Korean film producers have been more 
willing to plan and develop their own ideas into movies, but 
WON picked up the film’s script, which the major investor- 
distributor CU E&M had been developing on their own for a 
long time. During the production of the film, he proved his 
strength and know-how by casting top actors and providing 
stable production services to complete the film. As a result, 
the film attracted more than 10 million viewers, becoming 
one of the most successful Korean films of all time. He 

was scrutinized for suggesting a new model for production 
companies, and had to confront criticism that film producers 
shouldn’t succumb to the power of large conglomerates. 
However, there is no doubt that WON has made his best 
efforts to create a new ecosystem for Korean film producers 
to survive in the new filmmaking landscape. Currently he is 
developing his own project with director KIM Tae-yong, based 
on the popular Korean comic book With God.

The company secured the distribution rights of some 
blockbuster films in 2011, including The Yellow Sea, by NA 
Hong-jin, 7he Thieves by CHOI Dong-hoon, and Mr. Go by KIM 
Yong-hwa. In 2012, Showbox celebrated its meaningful 1 Oth 
anniversary with the massive success of [The Thieves] and 
ranked No. 2 on the local distributors’ market share chart. In 
2013, YOO is expected to score hits again with big projects 
such as the Korea-China co-production 3D movie Mr. Go, the 
SONG Kang-ho starring historical drama The Face Reader, 
and director JANG Joon-hwan’s action thriller HWAY/. The 
latest films from SHOWBOX include director JANG Cheol- 
soo’s second feature Secretly Greatly, which scored the 
biggest opening day ever for a Korean film with 498,000 
viewers, before breaking even more records in the days 
ahead.

Pictures, LEE Eun was more deeply engaged in film financing. 
During the 1980s, working as a representative of the famous 
indie film collective, Changsankot Mae, he engaged in the 
social film movement by co-producing The Night Before Strike, 
which addressed labor movements. The movies of MK Pictures, 
which dealt with Korean modern history and social issues, are 
reflections of LEE's experiences and philosophy.

CHOI Yong-bae produced BONG Joon-ho’s The Host, which 
holds the No. 1 spot in at the Korean box office for any local 
films. While working at Cinema Service in the late 1990s, he 
increased distribution of Korean films and brought a change to 
the movie market that had been thus far dominated by foreign 
films. Upon establishing Chungeorahm Film in the early 2000s, 


he distributed almost a dozen Korean films, such as Singles and 


A Good Lawyers Wife each year and built Chungeorahm Film 
as the No. 3 distributor, following CJ Entertainment and Cinema 
service, in the industry. Once he started investing in movies, he 
focused on well-made diversity films such as 3-/ron by KIM Ki- 
duk and Tale of Cinema by HONG Sangsoo. He also ventured 
into production, starting with The President's Barber, starring 
SONG Kang-ho. When The Host became a success in China, 

he opened up a branch office in Beijing and announced a plan 
to make a Chinese sequel of the film, scouting Ning Hao as 

the director. Meanwhile, he also pushed for the production of a 
Korean sequel, by signing an investment deal with Singapore’s 
Boku Films. Currently the sequel is scheduled to be directed 

by Park Myung-cheon, who is a famous director of Korean 
commercials. But CHOI’s biggest achievement in recent years 
has been to complete his long-term project 26 Years, a drama 
about the May 18 Gwangju massacre in 1980. Based on the 
original work by comic book artist Kang Full, the project was 
one of the most-anticipated films in 2008, but the production 
was abruptly suspended. Despite enduring six years without 
finding any investors during the conservative government’s 
regime, CHOI didn’t give up the project. Instead, he found a 
new investment model in crowd funding. 26 Years was the first 
Korean film that made a breakthrough with this new investment 
platform, with more than 17,000 participants funding USD 
948,000 in total. Released during the presidential election 
period, the film became a surprise and historic hit by drawing in 
almost three million viewers.
